Yugoslav Tension 

j ■ 

20. Rumanian propaganda officials made a sharp distinction between the 
Western Nations and Yugoslavia. While the Western Nations were 
considered to- be the natural enemies of Rumania and especially of 
the Communist Party.,, TITO and his followers were branded as traltorS 
to the Communist block and as spies for the Western Nations. 

Following the Yugoslav act of ''treason”, Rumanian newspapers and 
radio commentators had claimed that TITO was preparing for war 
and that Yugoslavia was willing, to become a . tool of the ”wap- 
mongering” Western Nations and was following. the footsteps of 
the South Koreans. Newspapers and the radio insisted that In the 
future the Communist nations would not ask but would fl^t for 
peace. Strong emphasis was placed by the official Rumanian propaganda 
on the statement that they "would fight". Public, opinion held that 
the Soviets were actually preparing for war and considered war as 
inevitable, and utilized that as a basis for their own preparation.
